“Obtain the license num ber of 
autom obile or truck used in il­ 
legal dum ping of trash,” urges 
the committee. “Offenders will 
be prosecuted under a city law 
which declares th at it is a m is­ 
dem eanor to dum p trash 
just 
anyw here.”

Try for Record 


Takes Three Cracks 
A t American Mark on 


Course at Saltón Sea 


Band Leader G uy Lombardo 
returned to Palm Springs last 
night still short of the American 
speedboat record. He took three 
cracks at the record on the Saltón 
Sea Monday and failed to break 
it. 
On his first run, Lombardo av­ 
eraged 117.845 miles an hour over 
the m easured m ile in choppy 
w ater, falling short of the A m er­ 
ican record of 124.915 set by Gar 
Wood ih his Miss A m erica X 
in 1932. 
Lom bardo's top speed of the 
afternoon was 119.601. This was 
registered on the third trial run 
by his craft, the Tempo VI. A fter 
hitting a top speed of 118.421 in 
his first try, he shifted to another 
propeller 
for the 
second 
run, 
some three hours later, but could 
hit only 108.57. 
Ju st before 
dark, 
Lombardo 
put his trim $100,000 boat into 
a third trial. He m ade the top 
speed of 119.601 on the up lap 
but dropped to 112.50 on the re­ 
turn for a 116.050 average.

H arl Clinton, 23, Negro, was 
in police custody today held on 
an open charge w hich m ay be 
changed to assault w ith a deadly 
weapon, as a result of the severe 
knife wounding of Police 
Of­ 
ficer Dale Thompson at the Pio­ 
neer Club at 10:30 p.m. Sunday. 
Clinton 
".ho was.’ sought for 
more than 24 hours by police, 
was surrendered at the police 
station by his parents Mr. and 
Mrs. Moses Clinton at 10 p.m. 
yesterday. 
Clinton 
told 
police 
that he spent Sunday night hid­ 
ing near the cem etery on the 
reservation. 
His 
parents 
who 
joined the search for their fugi­ 
tive son found him w alking across 
the desert tow ard C athedral City, 
and w ere successful in persuad­ 
ing him to give him self up. 
Clinton assertcdly slashed Of­ 
ficer Thompson’s upper arm to 
the bone w hen the policeman a t­ 
tem pted to separate him and El- 
norse Grace, 33. also a Negro. 
Grace was superficially wounded 
in the chest. 


AT THE HOSPITAL Thom p­ 
son. who had suffered consider­ 
able loss of blood, w as given a 
plasma transfusion. Doctors yes­ 
terday declared that the bicep 
m uscle of the upper right arm 
was completely severed and that 
the officer would not be able to 
use it for some time. 
Sunday evening Police Officers 
Jim 
M aynard 
and 
Thompson 
w ere directed to the Pioneer club 
by radio as they w ere doing 
prowl car duty. 


AS THE 
OFFICERS entered 
the 
place 
Thompson 
grabbed 
Grace in an attem pt to separate 
him from Clinton. M aynard dash­ 
ed around to the side of Clinton 
but was a m om ent too late. 
In 
that interval Clinton lashed out 
w ith his knife, w ounding the o f­ 
ficer. 
M aynard 
reported 
that 
the 
com batants w ere separated but 
neither he nor Thompson were 
aw are then the latte r had been 
wounded 
until 
blood 
started 
gushing from the right arm. 
In ­ 
vestigation 
then 
disclosed 
that 
Thompson was seriously injured 
and M aynard im m ediately decid­ 
ed to take him to the hospital. In 
See OFFICER KNIFED.

Building for 
1948 Tops 
1947 Mark 


April Falls O ff But 


M ay Is Expected 


To See Much Activity 


A pril building totals this year 
w ere the lowest 
since March, 
1947, bu t 1948, to date, is still 
well over last year for the sim ilar 
period. 
In A pril this year P. M. Sw art, 
building departm ent chief, said 
building perm its totalled $265,­ 
645. 
In April, 1947, total per­ 
m its w ere $566.400. 
B ut for the first four m onths of 
1948, perm its totalled $1,842,890 
com pared to $1,018,100 for the 
corresponding four months last 
year. 


WITH A LEAD of alm ost three- 
quarters of a m illion over 1947, 
Sw art expects the firts six m onths 
of 1948 to hold th eir own espe­ 
cially since a large school perm it 
will be taken out in May which 
w ill give the year a substantial 
boost. 
In the month ju st dosed the 
building 
departm ent 
issued 
38 
perm its. 
Of this num ber, nine 
w ere for new dw ellings and two 
for apartm ents. 
The rem ainder 
w ere for alterations and addi­ 
tions. 
In April last year, 58 perm its 
w ere issued of which 35 w ere for 
dw ellings and apartm ents. 


WORK 
IS 
SCHEDULED 
to 
start May 15 on new school build­ 
ings for the elem entary district 
on land recently acquired from 
the governm ent at Torney G en­ 
eral Hospital. A new school build­ 
ing, designed to relieve conges­ 
tion at other Village schools and 
to m eet the steady growth of 
Palm Springs, will go up on the 
18.4 acres this sum m er. 
C lark and Frey are the archi­ 
tects and in the m odern structure 
have included 12 class rooms, a 
kindergarten, com bination cafe­ 
teria and assembly room and a 
playground addition. The build­ 
ing is so planned th at additions 
can be made w henever necessary. 
U ltim ately 
the 
buildings 
will 
house 24 classrooms. 
The perm it for the new schools 
is expected to add betw een $250.­ 
000 and $300,000 
to

building total.

Strong support for the pro­ 
posed Desert Hospital district 
was reported by Chairman 
Kenneth Kirk yesterday fol­ 
lowing a check of petitions 
circulated in Palm Springs 
and surrounding area. 


K irk reported that signatures 
on the appeal to county super­ 
visors to call a special election to 
decide the question of the hospi­ 
tal district surpassed the num ber 
required almost six to one. 


THE PETITIONS were turned 
over 
to the 
general 
cftairman 
Friday by civic leaders who had 
circulated them in Desert Hot 
Springs, 
Edom, 
Palm 
Village, 
Palm Desert, Rancho Mirage, C a­ 
thedral 
City, 
Tramview 
a n d 
Palm Springs. 
More than 1100 
nam es had been attached to the 
petitions during the two weeks 
the petitions w ere in circulation, 
and 
sentim ent 
throughout 
the 
proposed district was reported to 
be virtually unanim ous behind 
the new hospital operation plan. 
W arm praise was voiced by the 
chairm an for th e excellent show ­ 
ing m ade by th e persons to whom 
the 
petitions 
w ere issued 
two 
weeks ago w hen the district fo r­ 
m ation plan was formally inaug­ 
urated. 


YESTERDAY THE PETITIONS 
were turned over by K irk to the 
Countv Board of Supervisors to 
set in motion the m achinery to 
call the special election which is 
expected to be held about the 
m iddle of December.

IN EFFECTIVENESS OF UNITED NATIONS becomes more a p ­ 
parent each tim e it attem pts to deal w ith a situation that threatens 
the peace of the world. Transform ing it into a world body to enforce 
international laws aim ed at preventing w ars—as proposed by World 
Federalists— could be brought about by am ending the charter. Pro­ 
ponents believe a start could be made w ithout Russia and think 
there’s a good chance th at the Soviet Union would not stay out long 
if the Russians were convinced th at the sole aims w ere to prom ote 
w orld security. 
A lbert Einstein, known as a great w orld citizen, says: “I do not 
hide from m yself the great difficulties of establishing a world gov­ 
ernm ent. eith er a beginning w ithout Russia or one with Russia. I am 
aw are of th e risks. Since I should not w ish it to be permissible for 
any country that has joined the supranational organization to secede, 
one of the risks is a possible civil w ar. B ut I also believe th at world 
governm ent is certain to come in tim e, and that the question is how 
m uch is it to be perm itted to cost. It w ill come, I believe, even if 
there is another w orld war, though after such a w ar, if it is won, it 
would be w orld governm ent established by the victor, resting on th e 
victor’s m ilitary power, and thus be m aintained perm anently only 
through th e perm anent m ilitarization of the hum an race.” 
The idea of building the UN into a federal w orld governm ent is 
gaining popularity every day. World governm ent w eeks have been 
observed recently in Los Angeles, Chicago and Minneapolis. The 
W orld Federalist organization is enrolling new m em bers throughout 
the world. 
There is some opposition—some suspicion about the 
motives—but most people are m erely skeptical. They cannot see 
this nation, or any other w orld power, giving up any sovereignty. 
Many don’t believe it would have a chance w ithout Russia and are 
sure Russia would tu rn down the idea. Mrs. Ethel W hitehorn, who 
w rites for The D esert Sun, doesn’t believe the organization is 100 
percent A m erican. Well, perhaps not if she feels that giving up a 
lim ited am ount of sovereignty is un-A m erican. We cannot believe 
th at it is a Com m unist front organization—that just doesn’t m ake 
sense. 
We see in a federal world governm ent the only hope of prevent­ 
ing reoccurring w ars. We agree w ith Dr. Einstein that it presents 
m any problem s and dangers; but, does not an atom ic w ar present 
dangers and problem s? The subject is w orth much study and thought 
and there is lots of inform ation available. It’s interesting, too!
